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WHY BRITAIN FOUGHT 

Mr. Lloyd George is reported as telling an 
audience in St. Louis that the British Empire 
has nine hundred thousand dead as proof of its 
friendship for France, and that more than a 
million British workless men are now eating 
the bread of charity because their country weut 
to the help of France in 1914. The ex-premier 
must have been badly reported. Britain did not 
go to war in 1914 for the sake of France. It went 
to preserve its own honor as the gnarantor of 
Belgian neutrality; and to prevent itself being 
wiped off the map when the Kaiser’s legions had 
demolished France. Nobody knows that any 
better than Mr. Lloyd George, or has said it any 


oftener. 


SOMETHING DIFFERENT 

Alberta depositors in the late Home Bank 
are said to be urging the Provincial Government 
to go into the banking business. That is a new 
juarter from which to hear a demand for a Provin- 
cial Bank, and the motive is decidedly different. 
Hitherto the proposal has been advanced that the 
Province should establish such an institution in 
order that borrowers could get loans on less 
security than the privately-owned banks demand. 
The Home Bank depositors evidently want an 
institution in which to put their savings which 
will not hand out money on such flimsy security 
as the private-owned banks sometimes accept 
The one demand is for easier credit and more of 
it; the other is for stricter requirements as to 
security and less credit. 


THE AIR LINER NEXT 

Canadians will take considerable interest, 
though not of the direct kind, in the announce- 
ment that the British Government is financiaily 
backing a scheme to establish a regular passenger 
service from Britain to India by air-ship, The 
immediate possibilities of that kind of transport- 
ation seem to be confined to the thickly settled 
portions of the earth. Air travel is necessarily 
expensive, and commercially feasible only where 
there is a large constituency of wealthy people 
to whom tickets may be sold, Canada for some 
time to come will continue to be more vitally eon- 
cerned about the cost of hauling eoal and wheat 
over the railways than about the chances of 
running trans-Atlantic airships for the aeeommo- 
dation of millionaire thrill-hunters, But no 
‘pplication anywhere of the balloon and the air 
plane to service of any kind can be made without 
engaging public attention and awakening hopes 
that it may be successful. 


THE “VISITING ‘MINISTERS 

The visit of Hon. Chas. Stewart and Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe at this time is an event of more 
than usual interest and importance. They admin- 
ister departments in the dominion government, 
which are very closely related to the progress of 
this city and district, and have each rendered 
good service in a cause of present and vital mo- 
ment. There is no project on the political a- 
genda of more importance to Edmonton and cent 
ral Alberta than that of developing the western 
route for grain and other farm products.

The revolutionary movement in the Rhine. 
land seems to be running on ball bearings. The | 
ease with which the revolutionaries took posses

with the idea of breaking away from Germany 


and setting up the projected new Rhenish repv- 


blic. Whether, as Mr. Lloyd George suggests, 
French and Belgian money had anything to do 
with the inclination, the Rhenish public seem to 
have been waiting in benevolent neutrality, if 


not in actual anxiety, for the coup to be sprung, 


The revolution is not over yet of course, and the 


republic may fail to materialize. It is hardiv 
probable that the Government at Berlin will 


stand idle while the great industrial section cuts | 
| 


itself out of Germany and sets up as a sovereign 
state, But if France and Belgium are not actively 
promoting the disruption they evidently are not 
at all hostile to it and may be willing to go some 
distance to help the cause along if Berlin under. 
takes to suppress it, Anything is reasonably 
possible in the circumstances even to war between 
France and Germany for the ‘‘liberation’’ of tle 
Rhineland, though that is scarcely probable. What 
in plain at least in appearances is that the Rhine. 
landers are disposed to secede. If the Federal 
Government does nothing they will likely proceed 
to break away. If the Government resorts to force 
the prospect is for civil war, on a large or smal! 
scale, 

Meantime, on the other side of Germany, Dr. 
Von Kahr is running things to suit himself—and 
seemingly the people also—in Bavaria. He has 
in effect broken off diplomatic relations with 
Berlin, and impounded the Federal troops in the 
garrison towns. The Stresseman Government has 
issued a proclamation declaring that Bavaria has 


broken the constitution and that it is now a 


question of ‘‘enforcing military discipline.’ 


Bavaria, being Bavaria, (if the proclamation | 


means what it sounds like,) the outlook in that 
corner is as lurid as it is along the Rhine. 
The indications are that Germany is on the 


verge of blowing up, by force of the internal | 
combustion. Saner counsel may prevail, but the | 


relations between states are more strained and 
the economic conditions more menacing than at 
any time since defeat destroyed the hopes and 
advantages of union and started the elements of 
dissension at work. 

Outside interest in that possibility is concern- 
ed mainly with the probable effect that dismem- 
berment would have upon the prospect of collect- 
ing the ++ vations payments. Dissolution would 
not pay Germany’s debts. But neither would 
invalidate the claims, unless the Allies were 
foolish enough to consent to that, or weak 
enough to refuse to take measures to gugrantee
